DO YOU KNOW THAT...A 
preliminary calculation indicates 
that the average amount now be- 
ing withheld from the pay of Ma;- 
sachusetts factory wage earners 
for income tax is about 9 per cent. 
Applied tu $41.78, the amount last 


reported as the average weekly 
earnings, this means an average 
deduction of about $3.75 per 
week. ... Motor vehicle traffic on 
Massachusetts highways during 
July was nearly 66 per cent less 
than in July, 1941 and 37 per cent 
less than in July a year ago... 
Con uniption of cotton in Massa- 
chusetts textile mills during July 
thre vear was 40,710™bales, com- 
pared with 61,861 bales in the 
same month a year ago; declines 
oecurred also in all the cther tex- 
tile states. Records of the Mas- 
sachusetts Division of Employment 
Security for 1942 showed an aver- 
age of 1,314,637 employees sub- 
ject to unemployment insurance, 
to whom wages and salaries were 
paid during the year amounting 
to $2,420,530,000. Of this sum, 
62 per cent went to employees i2! 
manufacturing, 18.4 per cent to 
Les in retail and wholesale trade, 

5.6 per cent in transportation, 4.9 
per cent in construction industries, 
4.6 per cent in banking and other 
financial institutions and 4.3 per 
cent in various services. The seven 
classifications of industry having 
the largest payrolls for the year 
were: electrical equipment, incluc- 
ing machinery and appliances, 
$113,698,000; ship and boat build- 
ing $112,739,000; woolen and wir 
sted mills $105,278,000; meta:- 
working machinery $88,848,000;
